Owing to th e depredations of th e 
Nigh t Riders in th e Kentucky tobacco 
belt many growers of th e weed are 
looking for new locations, and th e 
prospects are th at th ere will be an ex­ 
tensive exodus from th e “ dark and 
bloody ground” of th e men wh o h avo 
made th at State famous as a tobacco 
W 
producing territory . 
E. W. Hugh es, a representative of 
th e American Tobacco company was 
in Rnsh ville today talking to real es­ 
tate men for th e purpose of interesting 
th em in securing farms for th ese grow­ 
ers, and met with some success 
In a very intersting talk Mr. Hugh es 
stated th at th e farmers of Rush county 
could engage in a more profitable busi­ 
ness th an th e cultivation of tobacoo, 
and said th at many of th e crops down 
in Kentucky averaged $200 and even 
better to th e acre, wh ile a very ordin­ 
ary y ield brough t $125 to $175 per acre. 
He say s th at tobacco flourish es best 
in a limestone 
soil, but wfll grow 
any wh ere th at any th ing else can be 
raised. 
Tobacco is a weed, h ardy and easy 
to cultivate. 
It will stand more dry 
weath er th an almost any oth f^r plant, 
and under ordinary conditions will 
make 
a good profitable crop. 
Th e 
plants are set out by mach inery , and 
sh ould be in th e ground between th e 
last of May and th e end of Jane. Th e 
early crop is best, 
as 
tobacco th at 
matures in h ot weath er commands th e 
best prices. 
Mr. Hugh es distributed a number 
of packages of Burley seed wh ile h ere 
and no donbt many of our citizens 
will try tobacco culture in a small way 
th is season. 
Th e government statistics for 1907, 
sh ow th at Oh io on (17,000 acres pro­ 
duced 60,48 0,000 pounds of tobacco, an 
averge of 900 pounds to th e acre, wh ile 
Kentucky in 55 couuties on 270,060 
acres raised 240,478 ,000 pounds of to­ 
bacco valued at $24,529 ,000, or 10 1-5 
cents a pound. 
If Oh io and Kentucky can 
do so 
well, th ere is no reason wh y Indiana 
cannot 
It seems to us th at h ere is 
n opportunity 
for th e farmers of 
Rush county to make more money th an 
in any oth er way , and we believe it 
will pay th em big to investigate th e 
matter before it is too late for a crop 
th is season. 
Mr. Hugh es say s th at if 
enough men h ere can be interested it 
would not be long before a wareh ouse 
would be establish ed h ere and th is 
would 
become a 
tobacco 
market 
worth y th e name. 
Th ere is alway s a 
demand for tobacco, th e buy ers come 
to th e planter and take th e crop in 
th e field, and th e]pay is spot cash .

Th is sy stem rec­ 
ommends itself not a little, for It pre­ 
vents pauper Immigration.

If a 
man is on th e point of starting h e must 
delay h is departure until h e gets a 
passport sh owing th at be Is a free 
man.

This new ru le has Ju st 
taken effect, and the facu lty intends 
to enfo rce it by p ro hibiting any stu ­ 
dent fou nd g u ilty of any disho nest act 
fro m rep resenting a class o r the u ni­ 
v ersity in any wav . 
The facu lty ’s attitu de is thu s de­ 
fined by one of the members: 
“The 
facu lty believ es that no self-resp ecting 
stu dent will condo ne disho nesty in 
class work any mo re than in any o ther 
statio n of life. 
It p o ints o u t the in­ 
ev itable loss to the indiv idu al who re­ 
lies on decep tiv e metho ds to meet 
elass req u irements, becau se it dep riv es 
him of the trait of self-reliance; it be­ 
liev es that colleg e men abov e all o th­ 
ers shou ld co nstitu te a body which 
cherishes and p reserv es ho nest p rin­ 
cip les in all thing s, in an ag e of lax ity 
in this resp ect; it will op p ose in ev ery 
reaso nable manner the ex tensio n and 
ex istence of this ev il in colleg e life; 
hu t on the o ther hand will no t hesi­ 
tate to ap p ly sev ere measu res to all 
who fail to ex ercise self-control o r dis­ 
reg ard kindly warning in reg ard to it.” 
On a first offense a stu dent will be 
dismissed from the p articu lar class, 
and on a second offense will be dis­ 
missed from the u niv ersity .

educator, Horace M aun; th ree y ears 
at Butler Univ ersity , under Dr. A. 
R. Benton 
as p resident, graduating 
from

institution 
with

h onors in 1863. 
He was a ready and 
fluent sp eaker and debater in college, 
and deliv ered many lectures and ad­ 
dresses on th e current top ics of th e 
dav after leav ing college. 
He read law and recited to George 
Clark, of Rush v ille, during wh ich 
time h e taugh t sch ool in th e Winsh ip 
neigh borh ood; also at Little Flatrock 
Seminary . 
He was united in marriage to Miss 
Lottie Hillis, tf Greensbnrg, in 1865.

With th at quick success wh ich en­ 
abled h im to accumulate some money , 
h e p lunged into th e wild sp eculations 
in city p rop erty in th e boom day s of 
real estate in th e city ' of Indianap olis 
in 187 2-7 3, wh en fortunes were made 
and lost in quick succession—as many 
Rush v ille and 
Rush county p eop le 
remember to th eir loss and sorrow.

Street Railw’ay company , 
who 
filed with Governor Hughes a printed 
brjef of charges comprising forty -eight 
pages. 
The request for removal is 
based on Jerome’s alleged failure to 
prosecute the traction cases after he 
had been elected on his promise to 
do so. 
King, in directing his charges said: 
“I maintain that much of the blame 
for the present deplorable condition of 
financial affairs is due to the failure 
of Jerome as district attorney to pros­ 
ecute the rich and influential grafters 
w’ho have robbed our people and dis­ 
graced the name of our city , commenc­ 
ing with the ice trust, the infamous 
clique who filched the money of the 
policy holders from the great insur­ 
ance companies, and the last in the 
list but first in open audacity , the men 
w’ho looted and w’reck ed the Metro­ 
politan Traction company .” 
The petition also charges that con­ 
tributions to the campaign fund to 
elect Mr. Jerome were received by one 
of Mr. Jerome’s assistants from men 
connected 
with 
large’ corporations 
seek ing favors from the district at­ 
torney , and that the sum, the amount 
of which is unk nown, was upward of 
$50,000. Among these contributors, it 
is alleged, was the attorney for James 
H. Hy de, who contributed $5,000. 
It 
is also alleged that the assistant w’ho 
received these funds and who has 
since resigned and entered law prac­ 
tice, has undue influence with the dis­ 
trict attorney . 
Governor 
Hughes 
said 
that 
the 
charges against District Attorney Jer­ 
ome would tak e the usual course. A 
copy of them will be sent to Mr. Jer­ 
ome, so that he may send an answ’er 
to them to the governor, after which 
the governor will decide as to his 
course.

W ash ington, Feb. 28 .—One of th e 
most« dram atic scenes ever witnessed 
in th e senate was enacted wh en Sen­ 
ator Robert L. Owen of Oklah oma in­ 
sisted in tragic tones and with face 
sh owing much emotion, th at th e Five 
Civilized Tribes of Indians were dead 
and th at h e, as a m em ber of th e tribe 
of Ch erokee Indians, was not under 
th e control of th e secretary of th e in­ 
terior. 
Th e event was rendered all 
th e more interesting by th e fact th at 
Mr Owen was sh arply engaged in con­ 
troversy by Senator Ch arles Curtis of 
Kansas, h imself a Kaw Indian. It was 
th e first time th at two men with In­ 
dian blood in th eir veins h ad ever lock­ 
ed h orns as senators in th e senate 
ch amber. 
Th e controversy arose in 
connection with th e consideration of 
th e Indian bill, and was precipitated 
by an effort on th e part of Mr. Owen 
to h ave th at bill so amended as to rec­ 
ognize th e citizensh ip of th e Five Civ- 
ilized Tribes of Indians by putting th e 
word “late” before th is designation 
and calling th em “Th e Late Five Civi­ 
lized Tribes.” 
Mr. Curtis sough t to interrupt Mr. 
Owen before th e Oklah oma senator 
h ad concluded h is first sentence. 
“But,” interposed th e Kansan, “your 
property is under th e control of th e 
secretary of th e interior, and you j 
know it.” 
“I do not,” retorted Mr. Owen. 
Mr. Curtis insisted upon h is views 
of th e status of th e Oklah oma senator. 
He did not contend th at th e property ! 
of th e senator from Oklah oma aside 
from th at owned as a member of th e 
Ch erokee tribe of Indians was under 
th e secretary, but h is 'tribal property 
was. 
‘‘I th ink you ough t not to be un­ 
der control of th e secretary, but you 
are,” h e said. 
*‘I agree,” q uickly re­ 
plied Mr. Owen, “with th e senator 
from Kansas, th at I ough t not to be. 
I disagre with h im th at I am.” 
Th e dram atic tone of th e Oklah oma 
senator rath er startled th e ch am ber 
and people in th e galleries leaned for­ 
ward to see th e participants of th e 
wordy battle. 
Senator Owen left h is 
place in th e rear of th e ch am ber and 
advanced to th e central aisle, wh ere 
h e was with in sigh t of everyone. 
Th e two senators of Indian blood 
now were facing each oth er, twenty 
feet apart. Both appeared to h ave lost 
sigh t of parliam entary rules and were 
carrying on a personal colloq uy. 
Mr. Owen proceeded to say th e su­ 
preme court of th e United States h ad 
declared th at Indians h olding allotted 
lands are citizens of th e United States. 
Rising to h is full h eigh t, h is olive-col­ 
ored face sh owing th at h is pride h ad 
been pricked by th e suggestion th at 
h e was under th e control of th e secre­ 
tary of th e interior, and with tone 
most tragic. Senator Owen continued: 
“Th e Ch erokee nation can demand 
no allegiance from me. I owe th em no 
allegiance. 
Th e only allegiance 1 ow^ 


dex finger at h is antagonist. 
Mr. Owen insisted th at a m an be­ 
longing to an Indian tribe is a subordi­ 
nate or ward and an alien, wh ich h e 
said was not compatible with Ameri­ 
can citizensh ip. “Am I an alien?” h e 
exclaimed. 
Senator C arter came to th e rescue 
and attem pted to sh ow th at both sen­ 
ators were righ t. 
He said h e did not 
wonder th at th e Oklah oma senator re­ 
sented th e idea th at h e was under th e 
control of th e secretary of th e interi­ 
or. 
His rem arks brough t th e senate 
into a better h umor, and laugh ter dis­ 
placed th e strained state of mind th at 
h ad prevailed. 
Senator Gore, th e blind senator from 
Oklah oma, added to th e relaxed ten­ 
sion by making a suggestion for a way 
out of th e difficulty. “It would be well 
for th e senate to recognize th e bellig­ 
erent righ ts of th ese Indians.” 
h e 
said. 
Both sides joined in th e laugh ­ 
ter th at filled th e ch amber. 
L ater 
Senator Owen went over to th e Re­ 
publican side and. approach ing Sena­ 
tor Curtis in a friendly manner, took 
a seat by h is side. 
Th e two laugh ed 
good-naturedly and appeared to be con­ 
tinuing th e discussion so h eatedly be- 
gnn on th e floor. 
Mr. Owen later 
made a compreh ensive argum ent with 
many references to court decisions 
to 
uph old th e position h e h ad taken. His 
contention was th at h is tribal prop­ 
erty w m at h is disposal and h e could 
give it way or do with it as h e pleased. 
After furth er debate Mr. Owen’s 
proposition to designate th e Indians as 
th e “Late Five Civilized T ribes” was 
voted down, Mr. Owen’s being th e only 
vote in its support.
